LONDON, May 28.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.]

Bering Sea for a period the extent of 
which will be stated later. 


THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON, 
Goschen’s Action Thought to Imply 
Acceptance of Arbitration. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The President this 
afternoon received a dispatch from 
Minister Lincoln at London, saying 


that official notice had been given in 


the Commons that a bill will be intro- 
duced on Monday to authorize the 
Queen to prohibit British subjects 
from taking seals in Bering Sea. 

The question engaged the President’s 
principal attention today, and he had 
aconterence with the cabinet. The 
point considered was the advisability 
of sending war vessels to Bering Sea 
toreénforce the revenue cutters in 
preventing the taking of seals in case 
a closed season is decided upon. This 
fleet would of course codperate with 
the English warships now in those 
waters in the inforcement of the agree- 
ment as concluded. It is understood 
the Secretary of the Navy reported 
that there are three naval vessels that 
could be prepared for this service 
without much delay. 

The news of Gos: hen’s action was 
received with satisfaction at the State 
Department. Geuerally it is taken as 
an indication that the British govern- 
ment is preparing to accept the condi- 
tous imposed by the President as pre- 
liminary to arbitration, and will cause 
British vessels to refrain from sealin 
iu the meantime. The fixed period fo 
cessation of sealing, referred to by 
Goschen probably,means the remainder 
of this season. During this time 
the arbitrators—for it is 
presumed the British government’s ac- 
tion carries with it the acceptance of 
the terms of arbitration held out by 
the President during the correspogd- 
ence—will have an opportunity to 
reach an agreement. In the event the 
point of arbitration is not reached, it 
may be that some time will be con- 
sumed in sending an expert commis- 
sion to Alaska to investigate the 
actual condition of the rookeries and 
settle the question which is at 
issue between the governments 
of Great Britain and United States as 
to whether what is kuown as “‘pelagic 
sealing“ or the killing of seals ip the 
open sea on their = to and from the 
shore rookeries, is fully as destructive 
of seal life as has been reported by 
the United States Treasury agents.

THE ROBERT AND MINNIE LIBEL 


The Sult—-Flem- 
ing’s Efforts for a New. Trial— 
“Prof.” Quimby Discharged 
General Court Notes. 


In the United States Dis trict Court yes- 
terday morning George A. Burt and Capt. 
Thomas O' Farrell appeared, with their. 
counsel, Messrs. G. J. Denis and 8. M. 
White, before Judge Koss, for arraignment 
upon the indictment foung against them 
and Ricardo Trumbull, charging them with 
having violated the neutrality laws. United 
States District Attorney Willoughby Cole 
and Special Assistant Counsel alexander 


Campbell, Esq., appeared on behalf of the 
Government. 


The defendants’ counsel presented and 
filed a demurrer to the indictment on the 
ground that each and every count -thereof 
failed to state an offense against the laws 
of the United Stales, which was submitted 


without argument and by the Court over- 
ruled, 

Both defendants then gave their true 
names as George A. Burt and Thoms 
O' Farrell, respectively, and their 
pleas of not guilty to the charges preferred 
against them, the reading of the indictment 
being waived in order to curtail the pros 
ceedings as much as possible, 

‘The case was then placed upon the trial 
calendar, and wit: be set at some date in the 
near future, to be agreed upon by the coun- 
sel alter the arrival and arraignment of 
Senator Ricardo Trumbull, which will in 
all probability occur today or tomorrow. 

In the libel case of the United States 
against the schooner Robert and Minnie, 
her t ekle, furniture and apparel, etc., Capt. 
Thomas O' Farrell, as her master and part 
owner, filed an admiralty claim and stip- 
ulation (or bond,) in the sum of $500 yes- 
terday, and the United States Attorney 
waiving notice thereof. Messrs. Denis 
and White, as proctors for the claimaats, 
moved the Court for the appointment of I. 
B. Hayes, George Hinds and W. G. Hal- 
stead as appraisers to appraise the property 
seized and report theron to the court, which 
motion was granted. 

The owners of the schooner have prepared 
their formal exception to the seizure aud 
libel of their vessel, and this document, 
which is similar in effect in admiralty Cases 
to the answer filed in an ordinary civil suit, 
will be filed today. 

It reads as follows: 

„Thomas O' Farrell. James Neyland, W. 
E. Reed and D. McKinnan, claimants of the 
said shooner, are respondents, hereby ex- 
cept to the libel of the United States 
herein, and allege that the iibeliant ought 
not to have the relief for which it prays, for 
the reason that it appears on the face of 
said libel that the acts alleged to have been 
committed do nat constitute a violation of 
any law of the United States entitling the 
lidellant to the relief prayed for in this, that 
the acts so alleged do not, nor does any ove 
of them constitute the fitting out, arming 
and equipping, or any of them, of the 
schooner bert and Minnie, with intent 
that said vessel should be emplo; ed in the 
service of any foreicn prince, or state, or of 
any colony, district or. people, to cruise or 
commit hostilities against the subjects, citi- 
zens or property of any foreign prince, or 
stata, or of any colony, district or people, 
with whom the United States are at peace. 

“Wherefore, the respondents pray that 
said libel be dismissed.”

IN SORE DISTRESS, 


A DESTITUTE FAMILY AT THE PO- 
LICE STATION. 

Dave Taylor’s Experience at San 
Antonlo, Tex.—Robbed of Every 
Cent He Had by Foot- 
pads. 


Brief mention was made in Tue Times 
yesterday morning about the arrival of a 
destitute family at the Areade depot 
Wednesday night. The: family remained 
in the waiting-room of the depot ali night, 
and yesterd y morning the patrol wagon 
was sent for them and they were taken to 
the police station, where they were given 
breakfast and provided with temporary 
quarters in the receiving hospital. 


The family consists of the father; mother 


and four children, the eldest of whom is 7 
years of age, and the youngest two months. 
The man’s naw is Dave Taylor, ¢nd he 
is from Durham, N. C., en route to Hills- 


boro, Or., where he has relatives. Taylor 
is in bad health, in fact has almost been a 
confirmed invalid for several’ years, and 


was compelled to leave Carolina on that 
account, When asked by a Times reporter 
esterday how be come to be in such a fix, 
ay lor told his whole story: He left Dur- 
ham with ample means to carry Him to 
Uregon, purchasing tickets direct to New 


Orleans. There he bought tickets for 
Los Angeles, deva garted on is “Tong 
trip across the contibent. At San Au- 


tonio, ‘Tex., his food gave out, and 
taking his little boy, aged 4 years, he 
left the train to replenish his lunch basket. 
Not khowing which way to go, he asked a 
man at the depot to show him the way toa 
store. The man agreed to do so. and they 
started across « vacant lot near the depot. 
When about half way across some one 
struck him from behind, knocking him 
down, when his pockets were rifled and 
every cent he bad, $784, taken from him. 
When he came to himself he m de his way 
back to the train, and as they had to lay 
over four hours, he reported the robbery to 
the police. On their advice he remained 
four days in San Antonio, while the police 
were trying to recover his money, but 
finally he was compelled to leave, and came 
on to Los Angeies, where “he landed ab- 
solutely destitute.

THE ALTA WILL SUSPEND. 


The Last of a Pioneer Califcrnia 
Newspaper—lits History. 
Francieco Chronicle. May 27.1 

The Daily Alta Oalifornian, the 
oldest daily newspaper in the State, 
practically suspended yesterday. The 
method of its suspension is as truly 
original as anything that ever oc- 
curred in journalism. At the hour 
yesterday when the staff of reporters 
assembled to receive the usual morn- 
ibg details, the city editor informed 
the men that their services would no 
longer be required, as the manage- 
ment had decided that the paper would 
suspend publication, early in June. 
Ouly two men were retained on the 
editorial staff. a ike nuuber in the 
business Office, and a tew printers, 

According to this unique policy the 
paper is destined to run as a four-page 
‘sheet until early in June, when certain 
advertising contracts expire. Then it 
drops out of existence. hy the com- 
pany should have taken down their 
flag just in this way in the face of their 
alleged wealth is a matter of much 
speculation. 

The history of the Alta is identical 
with thé history of the growth of Cati- 
fornia. On August 15, 1846, Robert 
Semple and Wulter Colton tirst issued

The Nicaragua Canal. 

A. M. Wellington, C. E., one of the 
editors of the Engineering News, 
speaks in very emphatic terms about 
the Nicaragua Canal.

Fresno Republican ! 

The cool weather of the past two 
weeks has proved of remarkable ben- 
efit to farmers. Fields of wheat that 
ten days ago were thought to be en- 
tirely destroyed will now yield from a 
third to a balf crop, while those in the 
eastern portion of the county will vield 
muchgheavier than year. Estimates 
as to the loss this county will sustain 
by reason of a late dry season, vary 
from 10 to 30 per cent less than last 
year’s crop, while a few hold that tak- 
ing the county asa whole, and on ac- 
count of the increased acreage, the 

ield will exceed that of last fall. As, 

owever, the price of wheat will be 
considerably higher than last season, 
the net loss will not be great, if any. 

Aside from grain, all other products 
in the county will exceed those of last 
year. The price of fruits and raisins 
will probably be a shade less, but the 
quantity will very largely exceed last 
season’s. The honey output on the 
west side of the county will be the 
heaviest ever known. ‘It is estimated 
that our wool shipment will be from 
one-fifth to one-third heavier than in 
1890. Our saw mills will turn out 
millions more feet of lumber than last 
year. Taken all in all, the coming sea- 
son promises better returus for invest- 
ments, a healthier growth and a larger 
increase of population than for several 
years past.
